Callaghan Report Endorsed 

At any rate, the Cartwright- 
Kennedy report sustains the conten- 
tions of the Callaghan report by 
holding “that the railway properties 
(the E.D. & B.C.) have not been 
brought up to a reasonable standard 
of operating efficiency as intended 
by the agreement.” 

This was based on the assumption 
that the province had advanced $2,- 
600,000 to the C.P.R. when that line 
signed a five-year operating contract 
as manager of the E.D. & B.C. to 
bring the E.D. & B.C. to a reason- 
able standard of operating efficiency, 
and maintain it at suchstandard. 

Original Charges

Italy’s Mussolini again defies the 
hostility of foreign nations and 
warns them that they too must have 
“governmental revolution.” 

Mussolini has become more than 
the dictator of a great country. He 
has come to represent a phase of 
political evolution that the world 
will have cause to study more*and 
more as time goes on, 

The truth that both 
and Cothmunism have been called 
into being by the breakdéwn of 
democracy. Democracy was never 
more than a compromise, an arti- 
ficial machine to which everybody 
Was supposed to put their shoulders 
in mutual effort, It was a sort of 
cure-all that would give equal op- 
portunity to intellectual and peasant, 
fool and genius.

Communism is the political phil- 
osophy of the subman—the inferior 
who cannot bear the burdens of 
existing civilization. . 

Facism is the political philosophy 
of the superman—the superior who 
will not tolerate the check that the 
subman puts upon his grogress. 

In this welter of conflicting phil- 
osophies, is democracy doomed? 
Have the supermén and the submen 
drawn so far apart that they can 
never again compromise on a polit'c- 
al system for their common govern- 
ment? 

If that is true, the revolt against

The mutual regard is the germ of 
world peace. 

It represents a moral and spiritual 
union of the national forces that 
more than anything else stand for 
peaceful progress, order and inter- 
national justice.

varied grist of business pass through 
the legislative mill. Nearly all 
proposed new bills are at the formal 
third reading stage, and most of the 
estimates. The contentious matters 
left over at the end of the week are 
the railway situation and the 
redistribution committee’s report, 
which will be dealt with at the con- 
clusion of the other business. 
No Poljtics in Smith Case 

The presentation of the Attorney 
General’s estimates gave the Prem- 
ier the opportunity of explaining 
the Government’s action with 
gard to $5,820 paid by the former 
Government for printing which was 
never done, and which resulted in 
the establishment of a Royal Com- 
mission, a criminal trial, ending in 
an acquittal for Geo. P. Smith, form- 
er Minister of Education, and the 
institution of a civil action, not yet 
before the courts, 

He also answered a question by R. 
C. Marshall, Calgary Liberal mem- 
ber, regarding an item of $1,019, 
paid to Esdale in September, 1921, 
The Premier stated that investiga- 
tion showed that the charge was for 
standing type, and had been certified 
to be fair and by the 
investigators. However, Esdale had 
put this money to his own uses, in- 
stead of crediting it to his company. 
This was, however, a matter be- 
tween compeny and servant, and not 
for the Government.

Will Not Give Plebiscite on Beer 
Parlors 

The Asdembly, by a non-party 
decided against a 
resolution proposed by Mrs. Nellie 
McClung, that a plebiscite should 
be held at the time of the general 
election on the question of the con- 
tinuance of the beer parlors. Her 
contention wag that the public had 
never voted in favor of beer parlors, 
which were the same as the old bars, 
and that the cost of a plebiscite at 
the time of the election would be 
slight. 

Both the Premier and leader of 
the Opposition, opposing the request 
deprecated the bringing of a matter 
such as the liquor business into a 
general election. There would be 
sufficient issues without that. The 
prohibitionists could take advantage 
of the Direct Legislation Act at any 
time they wished a plebiscite. The 
liquor business had so far been kept 
out of politics, and should continue 
to be kept out.. The Government 
had made the same answer to a 
largely signed petition in favor of | 
hotels selling beer for consumption 
off the premises, as they had to the! 
prohibitionists, that no change would 
be made in the Act this year. Enough 
time had not clapsed to show 
whether the present system was 
good or not. There was no evidence 
of a crystallization of public feeling 
in regard to this matter. The promo- 
tion of temperance would be solved 
by education, and not legislation, 
said the Premier. 

Other Matters 
A bill enabling the Department of 


Education to print and publish 
school books, and dispose of them to 
pupils and others, giving them 


authority to spend up to $150,000 for 
this purpose, passed the committee 
stage without discussion. It is 
estimated that this will mean a con-

Barley showed similar to wheat 
and oats.

This is a state of affairs which 
indicates that it is necessary to do 
certain things which we are not 
accustomed to do under ordinary 
circumstances, but it will beeto our 
interest to find out if what we plan 
to sow will grow. Now, as the! 
weather warms up, there is the 
danger of heating and sprouting of 
grain carrying excessive moisture 
for it has been proved by tests that 
during cold weather grain dries very 
little even if it has been shoveled 
from one bin to another, but as the 
temperature _ rises shoveling oc- 
casionally will hasten the drying 
process and prevent heating. 

From the above tests it would ap- 
pear that wheat less than 16% 
moisture is pretty safe to sow.

THE SURVEYOR'S TELESCOPE— 
HOW FAR CAN THE SUR- 
VEYOR SEE WITH IT? 


A question commonly asked the 
topographical surveyor is, “How far 
can you see with the telescope of 
your transit?” The question is 
really put in a rather mad form, as 
with the naked eye, unassisted by a 
telescope, we cun see stars in the 
sky which are millions of miles from 
the earth. What is really meant is. 
“What is the farthest distance at 
which you can detect certain details 
with your telescope?” for, as is 
generally known the duty of a tele- 
scope is to make objects appear 
closer than they really are. Thus, if 
a tree one mile away is observed 
through a_ telescope magnifying 
twenty times, it will appear as if 
only one-twentieth of a mile distant. 
This property enables the surveyor 
to read marks on his rods which 
would otherwise be invisible to him. 

The telescope of a surveying in- 
strument permits the instrument to 
be accurately pointed in a given 
direction. In this way it performs 
the same function as the sights of a 
rifle with far greater precision of 
course, than would ever be possible 
with bare sights. Indeed, before the 
invention of the telescope, astron- 
omers and surveyors had to employ 
hars fitted=wiabeeichts to make their 
observations. 

Telescopes, like people, may be 
good or bad. It is necessary that 
the surveyor be provided only with 
good ones if he is to make accurate 
maps.

TOUGH GRAIN AND THE SEED 
PROBLEM 


Many inquiries are being made 
regarding the germination of wheat 
and other grains that were threshed 
after the heavy storms of last fall. 
A large quantity of this late thresh- 
ed grain carries excessive moisture 
—-tests have shown as high as 18 
and 20 per cent moisture, Late 
threshed oats and barley are carry- 
ing a higher moisture content than 
wheat under similar condition, The 
germination of such grain is 
something we have had no past ex- 
perience with, and it has been sub- 
jected also to freezing and thawing 
for some time, So we should care- 
fully test before sowing. The follow- 
ing tests carried out by the seed 
analyst of the seed laboratory in 
Montana is of interest, as conditions 
there were similar to ours. Siventeen 
‘ots of wheat ranging in moisture 
content from 13-6% to 20-6% 
showed a germination of from 69% 
to 100%. Three lots containing less 
than 16% moisture tested 96%. All 
wheat tested which carried 16% or 
more moisture showed a germinatién 
ranging from 69% to 87%. Five lots 
of wheat ranging in moisture con- 
tent from 18% to 20% were tested 
for germination both in their wet 
conditions and after drying rapidly 
with an electric fan at room temp- 
erature; average test before drying 
was 75%, after drying 79%, a dif- 
ference of only 4%-—an insignificant 
increase whigh don't pay for the 
trouble. 

In oats, two lots containing 17.6% 
and 21.6% moisture respectively, 
were tested for germination both 
before and after drying. The lot 
carrying 17.6% germinated 79% be- 
fore drying and 74% after drying,

DOWN PROPOSAL THAT NO 
IMPORTANT, CHANGES BE 


MADE 


Edmonton, April 6.—No redistri- 
bution of the constituencies in  Al- 
berta will be achieved at this ses- 
sion o fthe legislature. 

Such is the virtual effect of the 
report of the redistribution com- 
mittee, brought into the legislature 
at eight o'clock Monday night, 

Two reports were submitted, a 
minority report by the Liberal 
members against redistribution until 
after another federal census, and the 
majority report laying the blame 
for the farcial ending of the re- 
‘distribution proposals on the Liberal 
members of the committee stating 
“that the purpose of ‘the appoint- 
ment of the committee has been de- 
feated.” 


There will, however, be three 
| minor changes in constituency 
‘boundary lines. But this will be 


achieved by an amendment to the 
legislative assembly act, the bill for 
which appears for first reading on 
the order paper though not as yet 
| given out. 

Proposed Changes 

It is reported on good authority 
that these three minor changes will 
embrace the following: 

Inclusion of the urban area 
around the suburb of Beverly, now 
in the rural riding of Sturgeon into 
the Eeinenion city riding. “me. 

Inclusion of the town of Red- 
cliff into the urban area of Medi- 
cine Hat, making Redcliff constit- 
uency a purely rural seat. 

Excluston of>the City’ of Medi- 
cine Hat, and Redcliff town com- 
bined from the rural area of Medi- 
cine Hat constituency, thus mak- 
ing that constituency a purely rural 
one. 

In submitting their report to the 
house, the committee first recited 
the resolution of March"31, 1925, by 
which they were appointed to ach- 
ieve “a redivision of the province 
into electoral distriets together with 
a general plan of redistribution at 
regular periods,in the future.” 

Sidestep Indemnities 
The same resolution also express- 


and then proceeds: 

“The present division of the prov- 
ince into constituencies is the re- 
sult of five different redistribution 
bills, In 1905 the first legislature 
was composed of twenty-one mem- 
bers, This was increased fn 1909 to 
forty-one. In 1913, first session, this 
was increased to fifty-five; in 1917 
to fifty-eight and in 1921 to sixty- 
one. Jt will be seen that each re- 
distribution since the province was 
formed took the form of an increase 
in the number of seats; the last two 
changes being represented, first by 
the election of overseas soldier re- 
presentatives, and in the last re- 
distribution by the increase in re- 
presentation of two seats each in 
the tities of Calgary and Edmonton, 
and one seat in Medicine Hat, 

“It is reasonable to assume that, 
when the committee was appointed, 
it was in order that all shades of 
political thought in the house should 
be brought together in an attempt 
to arrive at a plan of redistribution 


that could be accepted by all groups 


in the house, 

“A minority of the committee con- 
sisting of the representatives of the 
Liberal party, have recently taken 
the position that no change what- 
ever should be made in the existing 
constituencies, 

“The balance of the committee be- 
lieved it was desirable to adjust the 
boundaries in order to more equit- 
ably distribute the representation on 
a population basis but not decreas- 
ing the total number of seats. Every 
effort was made to arrive at some 
basis which could be unanimously 
aceepted but is now apparent that 
this is not possible and that the 
purpose of the appointment of the 
committee has been defeated.” 

Minority Report 

The minority report, signed by 
George Mills, Athabasca, and Op- 
position Leader J. C, Bowen, set 
forth that the committee had no 
means of determining with accuracy 
the actual increase or decrease of 
settlers in yarious sections of the 
province since 1921; that a federal 
census will be held this summer, and 


a redistribution following it would’ 


be on a sound basis, that political 
parties already have their candidates 
chosen for the next election on the 


basis or existing constituencies; that - 


a redistribution should be decided on 
at the next legislature and effected 
as soon as possible after the next 
session as it should be known to the 
people, at least a year before a gen- 
eral election; and finally that a re- 


tiring parliament should not fix in-| 


demnities for the next one.
